Reason for allowance 
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Claims 1-5, 16-21, 23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reason for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed 
limitations having a method of forming an electronic component module having a 
semiconductor bear chip packaged on a wiring board, including, among other limitations 
cited in independent claims 1, 16, preparing a thennosetting resin film covering an 
electrode area on a wiring pattern and having insulating particles dispersed and 
included, and a thermoplastic resin film covering the thennosetting resin film, pressing 
the bump against the thermosetting resin film by continually applying the ultrasonic 
wave to the bump so that the insulating particles are separated from within the 
thermosetting resin film, the thermosetting resin film is shoved away by the bump of the 
semiconductor chip and that the bump reaches a surface of the thennosetting resin film.
